to connect him with that country;

his mother was Scandinavian,

mann, from whom he derived inval- 
uable stimulation and . encourage- 
ment.

Among those who have had an opportunity most clear- 


ly to see the work of the county nurses are the teachers 
of the rural schools of Dane county! They have watched, 
at close range, the development of public health work 
among the school children of the county from its earliest 
inception four years ago to its extensive scope of today. 
Their direct contact with the children gives them a right 
to be heard on this question, which vitally affects the lives 
and happiness of their charges. 


"The county nurses are rendering a wonderful service 


to humanity," declared L. May Pennewell, teacher of the 
Nichols school. "Without health aiid vigor manhood and 
womanhood are robbed of their most priceless treasures, 
and the possibility of material success is reduced to a fatal 
minimum. 


"Education, the goal of our boys and girls, becomes 


almost a • useless weapon, unless it is coupled with health. 
and a sturdy constitution. Our county nurses are vigilant 
watchers for the first syrpptoms of disease. 
Cl 


"Most human maladies can be cured in their early 


stages, or at least, much suffering can be mitigated by 
proper care and hygienic surroundings. When disease goes 
unnoticed for a period of years, and fastens itself upon the 
individual, small chances remain for recovery. 


"Our county board could not appropriate money to 


better advantage than for county nursing. The day is not 
far distant when the thinking taxpayer will demand that 
the foundation of all success in life, health, be taught, fos- 
tered, and understood by the young men and women at- 
tending our schools. 


"I should regret very much any legislation that would 


disturb or destroy the efficiency of the county nrirse sys- 
tem." 


"I think it would be a great mistake for the county 


board to eliminate or attempt to interfere with the work 
of the public health nurses," says Miss Anna Bakke, teacher 
of the Smith/back school of Cambridge. "It would be impos- 
sible to find a better method of promoting public health. 


"Without the work of the public nurses the vital sub- 


ject of health would not have been brought to the minds 
of the parents, teachers, and children of the county as it 
has been. It would be a severe blow to us, and to the fu- 
ture generation, to have the work discontinued."

traordinary in the history of the 
courts. She told of the reluctance 
of the presiding judge, who, about 
to sentence Gandhi to six year's of 
imprisonment, addressed him as a 
man of high ideals and explained 
that Landhi was against all viol- 
ence but that violence was the in- 
evitable consequence of his teach- 
ings as loader of the non-coopera- 
tive movement in India, 
movement in India. 


"The doctrine of ...harmlessness, 


the second of the yews which the 
followers of Gandhi must take, is 
the 
foundation of his revolt

ern civilization," Miss Kelman said.

Railroads Are Making 


Biggest Profits in History 


P 


ROPAGANDA to the effect that high 
rates and record-breaking business 


are not earning the railroads the 5% 
per cent return guaranteed by the Cura- 
mins-Esch act 'is refuted by statistics 
just announced by the Interstate Com- 
merce 
Commission 
covering 
eight 


months' operation ending August 30. 


These statistics show: 


1. That a majority of the roads 


are earning a profit greatly in excess 
of 5% per cent. Some of them in 
eight months have earned two, 
three, and four times as much as 
they received as rental during fed- 
eral control—a rental described by 
Senator Cummins as being so high 
that it "shocked the moral sense of 


' mankind-" 


2. That this year the carriers 


will have operating revenue and net 
profits greater than in any previous 
year in railroad history. 


3. That many railroads, in an ef- 


fort to conceal their real earnings, 
are spending for maintenance, and 
in other ways, hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars more than were spent 
last year or in any other year. 


4. That if the profit ratio of the 


first eight months of this year is 
maintained during the remainder of 
the year, the aggregate net profit 
will be sufficient to pay an average 
dividend on every share of stock 
outstanding—INCLUDING MILL- 
IONS OF "WATERED" SECURI- 
TIES—at a rate of about 8.9 per 
cent. 


ONTRARY to the "poor mouth" 
claims of the carriers, their reports 


made to the commission show that the 
aggregate profits made by all class 1 
roads during the eight-month period is 
approximately $70,000,000 greater than 
they received as rental during federal 
control. 


Practically every road east of the 


Mississippi and west of the Hudson 
Eiver has available for dividends net 
profits greater than the federal rental, 
which was based upon the average earn- 
ings of three of the most prosperous 
years in the history of the railroads. 


The profit account, however, does not 


tell the entire story of railroad prosper- 
ity. 


Official 
records 
disclose 
the 


astounding fact that this year the 
carriers are spending at. least a 
quarter of a billion dollars more for 
maintenance than was ever before 
spent for this purpose. 
It has been calculated by the commis- 


sion and admitted by rail managers that 
the total income of all roads this year 
will be above $6,500,000,000. This is a 
cool billion more than their income last 
year and also the largest operating rev- 
enue in the history of the railroads. 


It is also estimated by the commission 


that the net profit for the year, after 
the expenditure of vast sums for main- 
tenance, for propaganda, taxes and all 
other legitimate and illegitimate ex- 
penses, will not be less than §1,100,000,- 
000. 
It may easily go another hundred 


millions. 


Of this sum, $457,872,000 will be set 


aside for interest on bonds and other 
funded debts. It is significant that the 
bondholders are getting an average of 
only 4.58 per cent. 


If the net profit is but $1,100,000,000 


there will remain after interest on bonds 
nearly $650,000,000 with which to pay, 
dividends on $7,242,000,000 of stock out- 
standing. The latter figure includes ev- 
ery share of "watered" stock issued dur- 
ing tKe past 75 years. 


If a dividend were declared by every 


road, the profit would be sufficient to pay 
an average dividend of 8.9 per cent-on 
the par value of every share, including 
the "watered".stock. • 


Trie market value of railroad stock is 


perhaps 25 per cent less than its par 
value, and many stockholders secured 
their shares at less than half of par. A 
dividend of 8.9 per cent o» par, there- 


fore, would be a return of practically 18 
per cent on investment.. 


However, 30 per cent of the railroads 
will not pay dividends. Last year less 
than 70 per cent of all roads made a re- 
turn to stockholders. 
„ 


If this percentage holds -good this 


year, which seems likely, the average 
rate on par value o£ dividend stocks will 
greatly exceed the figures given above. 


It is pointed out by these federal 


officials that some of the roads are 
earning at a rate that will make it 
possible for them to distribute 
'melons"—in the shape of "stock 
dividends"—of from 40 to 60 per 
cent on the par value of their out- 
standing Stock. 
:. 


Hundreds of millions of dollars will 


go to surplus after regular dividends 
are declared and later distributed in the 
shape of stock dividends based on capi- 
talization of these surpluses, as has been 
done by some railroads in the past few 
years.

T is pointed out by the commission that 
the "average rate of return"—so wide- 


ly advertised in the newspapers—is no in- 
dication of the size of dividends. Last 
year the average return of all railroads 
was about 3 per cent, while the average 
dividend paid was three times that 
amount. 


This was accounted for in various 


ways: 


First. The "value" on which the roads 


claim the right to earn 5% per cent is 
billions in excess of the amount actually 
invested}. 


Second. The roads only pay 4.58 on 


ten billions of bonds. When the roads 
are earning big money the bondholders 
do not benefit; the stockholders get all 
the "velvet." 


Third. 
Some roa.ds are "rolling in 


wealth" while others are in bad shape. 
The Cummins-Esch bill was supposed to 
equalize this, but it has not worked ac- 
cording to the promises of its supporters. 


Were it not 'for the fact that roads in 


New England and some in the western 
and southwestern groups are in bad fi- 
nancial condition, due to the''agricultural 
depression, the total earnings of all car- 
riers would be so large that they would 
constitute a "national scandal," say 
some members of the commission. 


Every road in the Great Lakes region, 


the Ohiolndiana-Allegheny, the Poca- 
hontas, and the southern regions has in- 
creased its profits this year. The Balti- 
more & Ohio, the Pennsylvania, the Dela- 
ware & Hudson, the Nickel Plate, the 
Clover Leaf, the Pare Marquette, the Illi- 
nois Central, the New York Central, all 
the anthracite roads and more than a 
score of others have reported profits in 
excess of the figure demanded of the,gov- 
ernment as rental during the war and 
which was regarded as "shockingly" 
large by Senator Cummins.

Paul Findlay. In i Tribute To O. S. Norsman 


Tells Of Need In Public Officials. 


[To The Editor]—Word has just reached me 


that Ole Norsman is dead, and; I note that, as 
is customary, many sweet things are said about 
him. That is right and proper, and a gracious 
thing. But to my mind there is a lesson to bo 
drawn from Die's daily"'life that is of outstand- 
ing value, for he had one characteristic that is 
found in all men gifted with unusual executive 
powers. That is the ability to concentrate, with- 
out apparent effort, on the matter in hand. 


Norsman was pleasant. He was obliging and 


courteous. He was on the job with punctuality 
and diligence. In all this he was as countless 
others who render fair need of service to their 
day and generation. 


But anyone who had business wrt.h Norsman 


always found him apparently at leisure, free to 
give the caller his full time and attention. How 
well developed this faculty is in some men was 
indicated to -me when I 'had occasion once to call 
on Newton Baker. .My business was import- 
ant, but all business that came to Baker was 
then so vitally important that one might look 
for some atmosphere of speeding-up and get- 
ting through a lot of work. There was no hint, 
of anything like that. Bakc-r seemed at leisure, 
though he went briskly to the point. He did not 
hurry me. He listened with fixed attention and 
asked questions so searching that this singleness 
of interest was obvious. When I was finished, 
he bid me a courteous good bye, and turned to 
the next caller, his mind apparently perfectly 
free. I thought 1 knew from that interview why 
Baker was called to such as important post. 
' It was like that with Norsman. Always he 
"had time." Never was he hurried. He sought 
with genuine interest to find what one wanted 
to know about, taking "infinite pains," It was" 
a joy to go to him for information. 
' 


Such a faculty is very valuable. One could 


wish that people, in public .office of all kinds— 
railroad ticket sellers, for example!—might cul- 
tivate it. I suspect, somehow, that it. takes its 
rise in genuine good will, in a real flestrc to be 
of service—or maybe I. might say, the one in 
whom this faculty is found derives real happi- 
ness from being of sc-rvice.
